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OPEN THE CENSORS’ BOOKS— 


Certain citizens of New York are urging the state assem bly to 
pass a law which would com pel New York’s m ovie censors to open 
their bocks for public inspection and show just why they make cuts 
in pictures. 


The idea io one that might apply wherever there are censors. 
For m ovie censorship, designed originally to protect our innocent 
minds from vulgar and immoral influences, is beginning to do what 
censorship always does sooner or i?.'.er— to operate to protect the rep­ 
utations of pfficeholders. 
One of the backers of the proposed law points out that New 
fo rk ’s censors do their heaviest cutting en films which might lead the 
public to suspect that tr£re was ever any such thing as graft in public 
office. 
Make a m ovie in which there is a successfully crooked police 
captain, mayor, governor or other public official and the chances are 
strong that the censors will eliminate the graft. This is true not only 
in New York stat ebut in many other parts of the country. 
Censors 
everywhere seem to feel that m ovie audiences must never be told that 
any of their elected representatives go wrong. 
The absurdity of this, of course, is obvious. 
Yet it is in line 
with one of our greatest national failings— our tendency to think 
everything is all right if we say it is. 
I 
Corruption in public office is a terrible thing— but 
it s 
all I 
right if we don’t talk about it too much. 
(D o you remember the w ay j 
leading citizens condem ned the senators w oo exposed the oil scandals 
in the Harding adm inistration?) 
War is a terrible danger, too— but w e’re all light if only every 
baton will sign a treaty agreeing not to use war any more as an in­ 
strument of national policy. 
(Japan signed that treaty, too, you 
know .) v, k ( 
The depression is proving extrem ely uncom fortable, what 
with 7 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 or more wage earners unable to get jobs— but it’ll be 
all right if we just will try hard enough to pretend that times aren’t 
really very bad. 
(You can recall civic leaders who have taker? that 
altitude, can’t you?) 
So is goes. 
The movie censors are ridiculous, to be sure, but 
they are not much more ridiculous than the rest of the professional 
Pollyannos who think that everything is just dandy as it is. 


ELIMINATE UNFIT BmLDINGS— 


Civic improvement and fire prevention often go rand in hand. 
Aged and dilapidated buildings, such as can be seen in most 
centers of population, are detrimental to property values and retard 
new construction —and they are, as well, breeders of conflagrations. 
A number of cities are making efforts to do away with these 
eyesores. 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, has mare conspicuous progress 
in this direction. 
During 1931 more than IOO broken- down build­ 
ings were removed. 
One block of 2 4 structures was cleared up, elim- 
ir-ihn. 
,ong other fire hazards, 107 stovepipes which were carried 
’brough hole-; in unprotected lath and plaster! 
New York, Cleveland, 
Los A n g e l e s and Chicago are am ong the larger cities which have 
rehabilitated and improved dangerous sections. 
The benefit to the community from such action are obvious. 
The w ay is opened for the construction of new buildings, or for the 
developm ent of parks. 
Property values rise in the surrounding terri­ 
tory, with resulting higher tax return to the city treasury. 
But, per­ 
haps of greatest importance, the chance of fire has been lessened. 
All individuals and civic organizations should support m ove­ 
ments designed to eliminate unfit buildings. 
It is easier and cheaper 
t.i prevent a fire than to try to put one out after it has started. 
And, 
if there were no question of property losses involved, he potential sav­ 
ing of life that results from a determined civic improvem ent campaign 
would alone make the work more than worth while. 


ALL IN THE SAME BOAT— 0 
Farmers who are already in the cooperative m ovem ent should 
in theii own interest, make an effort to enlist non-organized farmers. 
I his is em phasized by fred Sexauer, of the Dairymen’s League 
Cooperative Association, in a letter to members. 
After com menting 
on low dairy prices, and the econom ic conditions that forced them 
clown, he says: “We had better talk it oved with our non-pool neigh­ 
bor. 
His head is under water just the same as ours. 
If we work to­ 
gether maybe we will com e up with the rest of the world. 
If we do 
not, w e may all stay down until w e drown . . . . 
You can help by 
bolstering up your neighbor whose vision is not as broad as yours . . 
This is sound advice. 
The only way the cooperaitve m ove­ 
ment can make real progress is through united support, 
and loyal 
backing. 
It should have behind it every farmer in the country, no 
matter what his individual problem may be.
